65th year of-hia ago, . 

For a longtime Mr. Strawn has been suf. 
foring from a cancor in the stomach: but| 
no apprehension, was felt of his immediate! 
decease, and at the timo of his death all his| 
children were away from home, On Wednew. 
day he was attacked by severe Pains in his 
stomach, resembling chol id at the hour 
mentioned he breathed his last, 

Mr. Strawn was born in Pennaylvania, in 
the year 1800, In early youth ho had but) 
few advantages, and his education, if go it 
may be called, was suchas to imbue him 
with that iadependent, indomitable and vig-| 
orous spirit that characterized his after life, 
When he was quite young his father remov- 
ed to Ohio, taking his family with him, 
Here young Jacob remained until his ma- 
jority, at which time, as wo haye heard him} 
remark, his whole fortune consisted. of an| 
old iron hoe and a chance to work for his 
daily bread. 

He began life for himself by raising six 
teen acres of wheat, which he traded for 
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far has been exceedingly satisfactory; ard 
September, 1865, should be marked with 
a white stono in the annals of the Produce 
Trade, 

We are mainly indebted to the United 
States for this favorable condition of things. 
The firmness of the English Markets and 
tho large orders here from Britain for dairy 
products, has no doubt favorably influenced 
prices; but without the demand from the 
United States we could never have exper- 
ienced so satisfactory a season, Prises are 
very much higher here, in proportion, for 
almost every product we have to Spare, than 
they arein England, ‘The consumptive de- 
mand from the United States is at present 
so great, and their necessities so pressing, 
that their buyers scem determined to get 
hold of our produce, at whatever cost, and 
with the comparatively steady market for 
gold, there has been no difficulty in opera 
ting between the two countries. The a- 
mount of American capital which has come 
into the country for the movement of’ this 
produce has, of ovurse been very great; 
and even had the English Markets war- 
ranted prices so favorable, wo very much 
question whether the facilities which our 
own people posseseed would have been suf 
ficient to enable them to handle the crop 
thus far with as great advantage. Had we 
been deprived of the United States mar- 
kets, our Banks would doubtless have done 
all in their power to assist us; but thelack 
of monetary responsibility in the Produce 
Trade, and the scarcity of freights, would 
have prevented anything like the activity 
which has already taken place, had the 
English Markets been our only outlet.— 
Never before have the advantages of Reci- 
procity*been so apparent as at present, and 
neyer before have the markets of the United 
States been so attractive or so profitable to 
our producers and operators,

Some of the essays of the cook-cadets are of 
course laughable enough. How long should 
this be boiled, that baked, or the other fried, 
should this be salted, or the other thing be 
sugared? Some people are naturally ‘han- 
dy,” while othors are just as unhandy and 
stupid. Tho cuisine is therefore not the 
least amusing part of tho camp, “ Tom 
fetch up that sugar,” cries ono poor fellow, 
who is stewing quite as much as the pot he 
is watching, “What's it for'’ replics Tom 
from tho larder, “Qh, for tho 
course,” says hia chum, “and bo 
bout it too.’ But Tom cannot bo pursuad 
od but that sugar willspoil tho rice, Ano- 
thor amateur cries for flour, another for 
butter, and a third peers anxiously into a 
foamihg pot of broth to discover signs of 
yondiness.” But cooks are regularly ap- 
pointed now, and less catastrophes take place 
in the cutsine than formorly.

but beyond all doubt there seldom has been 
a time, even in the history of the Produce 
Trado, when there was such desperate 
In 
Chicago prices have steadily advanced, un- 
til they reached a point at which the logiti- 
mate trader stands almost appalled, and 
buyers for consumption find it impossible to 
get supplies. The large number of these 
speculators, and the vast amount of capital 
which they control, has so enabled them to 
keep the market up, even in the face of 
pretty heavy receipts from tho intorior.— 
Not content wlth controlling Western points, 
these dealers haye endeavored ‘to influence 
even Hastern markets, and purchases in 
New York and other centres, at high rates, 
havo, it is understood, been effected on their 
account. Lt is a desperate effort to keep 
the market strong against circumstances 
that day by day become more powerful to 
woaken it. A return of fine weather in 
Wngland, the tendency of prices there to 
decline, and above all, increased reccipta by 
ovory channel leading from thie interior, — 
all scom to contribute to tho breaking-up of 
this combination for high prices. It isim 
possible to imagine that these rates oan con: 
tinuo, in view of these ciroumstances; and 
unleas the country is greatly deceived as to 
the extont of tho crop, or in the probable 
domand, cithor for local consumption or for 
export, there scoms hardly room to doubt a 
tumblo in prices on this side of the Atlan 
tio. Whateyor may be tho result in tho 
United States, this condition of things is 
most favorablo to Canada, and to it may we 
attribute, in no small dogroo, the high 
prices and satisfactory nature of our Pro 
duco ‘Trade. Wo noed not quarrel with 
our neighbors in an insane attempt to give 
permanence to a grossly speculative and fic 
titious yaluo, Our best policy is to tako 
prompt advantage of the opportunity afford 
od our farmors of gotting rid of their pro 
duce, and wo aro gratified to obseryo tho

Tho Exhibition just closed in Montreal is 
dogeribed as ono of tho best that bas taken 
| place in tho Lower Province. In every do- 
| partment tho improvement was most marked, 
whilo in Horticultural productions it rivalled 
/that of moro favoured countries, In Farm 
| stock.. Agricultural productions and imple 
| wonts, although the Lower Ounadians are not 


| ao far advanoed aa their Wostern neighbors, 


tho improvomont was so marked aa to elicit 
tho warmest praise of the judges and all those 
whoattonded. Tho guosta from the Maritime 
Provinces have, most of them, had an oppor 
tunity to see two of our Provincial Exbibl- 
tions, tho East and Wost—to compare them 
with one another and with their own, and to 
form their opinions as to the productions o| 
tho soil, and the enterprite of its inbabitants. 
At the Annual Meeting, Mr. Boa, St. Laurent, 
was olocted President; A. 0. Fortier, Bolle 
chasse, Ist Vice do; T. G. Marchand, St. 
Jobna, 2nd Vice do. Tt was decided to hold 
the next Exhibition in Quebec. 


THE MAGISTRATE’S MANUAL. 


This in tho title of a large octavo volume, 
660 pages, full Jaw calf, placed upon our ta- 
blo by W. O. Chowott, publisher, Toronto. 
It is a compilation of the law relating to the 
duties of Justices of the Pence in Upper Oa- 
nada, with a complete set of forms, and a 
copious Iadex, by John McNab, Esq,, Barris- 
tor at Law, This is a work) that was much 
needed. ‘The law relating tooffences of which 
Magistrates were cognizant, and for which 
they were frequently obliged to search thro? 
several volumes, and then, perbaps, find it ia 
an unsatisfactory and fragmontary state, is 
here putin conveniont shape for roforonce, 
with all the blank forms required, in what- 
ever case that may come before thom, from 
murder to petty larceny. All the changes 
in the criminal lave since the consolidation of 
the Statutes, up to the last session of Parlia- 
ment, have been inserted in this work, It 
should be in the hands of every Magistrate and 
Coroner in the Province, and we would then 
have fewer cases of appeal, and less decisions 
reversed than at present. The law is brought 
within the reach of all, and it consequently 
becomes Jess difficult to see the path of duty 
‘and the method of following the same, than 
with nothing but the consolidated Statutes as 
aguide, We might say here tbat valuable 
as this work (con. Stat) is, it does not contain 
all the criminal Jaw of the land.

THE UNION IRON WORKS, 


| Tho Buffalo Union Iron Works are sit 
juated on the Buffalo Oreok, at what is 
| known as armors Point. The real cstate 
consists of fifty-three acres of land, on which 
are erected three Biast Wurnaces, Rolling 
Mills, Machine Shops, and cighty-four te. 
nement houses for the ocoupangy of the 
workmen, 

The Blast Furnaces are cach fifty-feot 
high, one with a diamoter of both of sixteen 
feet, the other two of fourteen foot. Tho 
blust is made by threo vortical engines, one 
of three hundred and the other two of two 
hundred and fifty horse power, tho ateam to 
drive which is oreated by collecting the gas 
above and bringing it down to a nest of 
boilers under which it burns, thus furnish 
ing the power without a dollar's expense for 
fuel, Tho blast is heated in the same man- 
oor. ‘Theso threo furnaces haye a capacity 
to produce 25,000 tons of ron per yoar, 
requiring about 50,000 tous of anthracite 
coal, 45,000 tons of ore, and 13,000 tons 
of lime-stone in its production. Tho mar- 
ket for a large share of this pig iron ia 
found in this city, the purchasers being the 
proprietors of Koundries, Manufacturois of 
Steam Wngines, Machinery, Agricultural 
Implemonts, Stoves, Railroad Castings, &o, 
A portian of the pig iron produced is sent 
oast to manufacturing establishments on the 
line of the Canals and Ruilroads; but the 
bulk sent out of Buffulo goes west, where it 
is in demand for purposes similar to those 
for which it is usod here. Its character as 
a Foundry iron stands deservedly high. 
The coals used in tho Blast Furnaces for 
the production of pig iron are tho Anthra- 
cites, of Hastern Peniaylvatin= the Pitts.

I must here say that those who talk so 
loudly now, on the corners of the streois, have 
taken up ground far in advance of what the 
actual stato of things will warrant, (This 
should be noted by those who take an inter- 
est in our enterprise.) For this reason, the 
Government have not yet agrecd even to give 
us the land,—and suppose they do givo it, as 
I believe they intend to do, we yot have to 
find means to raise money upon the land.— 
Money cannot be raised for that purpose in 
this country, and if it be done, we must look 
to England for it. 

Shortly after going to Quebec to attend the 
late Session of Parliament, Mr. Lowis Wall- 
bridge, Mr. Flint, and Mr, Read called upon 
Mr. Forsyth and Mr. Burstall, who are under- 
stood to be part owners or agents for the M 
mora Iron Company, to secure if possible th 
co-operation in getting aid from the Govern- 
ment to build the Road. Instead of giving 
their co-operation, their offer was to sell the 
Iron works to the Railway Company for £60,- 
000, balf cash and balf stock in the Railwa: 
and & conyoraation then took place ay to the 
probability of inducing the County to take 
stock in the Railway, which proposition would 
have involved our Municipalitiesin debt, Who 
wants this? These gentlemen did not call up: 
on Mr. Forayth and Mr. Burstall for the pur- 
pose of buying tho Marmora Iron Works, at 
least Mr. Wallbridge did not do so, knowing 
that the Mifmora Company by no means 
possessed a monopoly of the iron deposites of 
North Hastings; ad so that mecting dropped 
to tho ground without result. 

‘The next step was, Mr. Hayos came down 
from Madoc to Quebec, bearing certain pot 
tions both to Parliament and to His Excellen- 
cy the Governor Goneral, asking for land to 
aid the project; ho was charged with the ro- 
quest of the Madoc meeting. Mr, Lewis W 
bridge and Mr, Hayes, by corresponding with 
the Government, obtained w fortnal meeting 
with certain members of the Cabinet on the 
220d Auguot last, the Hon. President of the 
Counell (Mr. Brown), tho Finance Minister 
(Mr, Galt), the Commissioner of Crown Landa 
(Hon, Mr. Caropbell), and the Provincial Sec- 
rotary (Hon. Mr. MeDougall,) roprosenting 
the Government, and Messra. Lowis Wall- 
Road, Flint, Hayes and myself ropro- 
tho potitioners, Mr, L. Wallbridge 
d the members of the Oabinet for a 
if an hour, statiog our case fully, re- 
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ther went himself nor got any other person to 
attend to it for him, which he should have 
done, had he been desirous of Boing on with 
his Bill after receiving my letter. ‘This fact, 
in all his noise about the burking of his Bill, 
he has failed to state. Perhaps from his point 
of view he did not seo the force of it, Mr, 
Flint’s Bill could not baye been moved by any 
person in the House until it emerged from the 
Standing Orders committee. It is therefore 
clear that after receiving my letter, if he were 
desirous of proceeding with his Bill it was his 
duty to have looked after it in committee, shat 
it might come before the House. I hero 
ask Mr, Flint, who burked the Bill? Ho 
was notified by moe that I would not attend to 
it, or rather that I would oppose it, His al 
lowing it to drop was therefore clearly his 
own act. It remained on the Orders of the 
House, and was not struck off until the 8th 
of Sept’r, at the aluughter of the Innocents, 
and when the Hon, Mr, Brown, who was one 
of the Government deputation which met us 
and the Att'y General West said, on its being 
called, “drop this Bill” This was fully in 
accordance with our interview with the fects 
ernmont; and to have passed this bill of Mr, 
Flint’s would have been exhibiting want of 
confidence in the position the Government bad 
assumed on our Railway question, 

After our interview with the Government and 
my notice in writing to Mr, Flint, [ did not ia- 
tend to allow the Bill to go on if I could pre 
vent it, as I intended to act in good faith with

moreover, proper, and my duty to my constitu.

would ensuo, The prospect of a Kuropean 
demand, however, dissipates this fear, It 
is said that while freights can be had at 5s. 
a quarter, purchases for Liverpool can be 
mado, with a margio, at ono cent por Ib. 
(4c. per bushel) for oats, and one a half 
gent per lb. (700. per bushel) for barley. 
These rates yield a good return to produ 
cers, and if a continuous market can be 
found, our American cousins will find wo 
can do without them.

(Special Cor.to the Tribune) 
Constantinople, Sept. 9th, 1865.—There

twoon pestilence and fire, ‘Pho great plaguo 
in London wag followed by“the great fire. — 
In 1882, when tho cholora first visited Qon- 
Stantinople, it was followed by a great con- 
flagration, which destroyed the whole of 
the fureign part of Poru, 
Mhe Nurkish astrologers have beon pre- 
dicting that to present visitation of cholera 
would be followed by the burning of half 
of Stamboul, Not two weeks ago, as I am 
informed, ono of these mon was actually im- 
prisoned because his predictions were creat- 
ing & disturbance among the Turks. 
And now this calamity has actually como, 
Stamboul has been desolated by a conflugra 
tion which, even in this city of fires, stands 
ont by itself aa the most terrible of the pre- 
sent century. 
On Tuesday evening, Sept. Sth, a firo 
broke out in the Turkish quarter, near tho 
Custom-House, on the Golden Horn, It is 
said to have originated cither in the shop of 
a candy merchant or in tho adjoiuing coffec- 
house. ‘Tho wind was blowing a gale from 
the north, and within an hour 1,000 houses 
were in fiames, The spectacle was awful 
The whole hillside, from tho bridge to the 
seruiglio grounds, seemed to be a single masa 
of fire, vomiting out flames and smoke like 
an immense volcano, livery one wag par- 
alyzed, and nothiog could be done fo stay | 
tho progress of the destroyer. Nothing but| 
a furtaunate change of the wind saved the 
public buildings of the Porte and St. Sophia 
itself from destructior, 
The fire swept on to the summit of the 
hill, reaching the “Burned Column" on one 
side and the Hippodrome on the other. 
Wednesday was a terrible day. The 
wind increased in fury, and the fire seemed 
likely to destroy the whole city. The 
bazwrs and the shops of Stamboul were 
closed. Teavy clouds of black smoke hung 
over the city like a pall, and tho fire swept 
on, with a front of about half a mile in 
width, increasing in extent and fury ‘as it 
went.

If the land be given, there must bea Bill to 
sanction it, and the passage of your Bill this 
Session would not, as I can see, expedite the 
passage of the Government menaure next Sea 
sion.

You have been misinformed as to my scout: | 
ing the Government aid at the Madoo m ot-| 
ing. For I claim that I was the originator of 
the application to Government for a grant of 
land, and clearly so, as far as any action you 
have taken, because your chamber could not 
originate a Bill with sasary provisions for 
this purpose; and therefore when you intro 
duced your Bill, it was not even contemplated 
by you. Besides, the Notice of my Bill, men- 
tioning the fact that I intended asking for a 
Iand grant, was published in the “ Hastings 
Chronicte" and “ Madoo Mercury” tafore the 
Madoc meeting was held. 1 think this is pret 
ty good proof that you were misinformed as to | 
my “scouting the grant of land’ at the Madoc 
meeting, 

You likewise refer to an expression of mine 
that “I could command tho means to build 
the Road in ten days,” In this instance you 
are correctly informed. I have made use of 
that exprevsion on several occasions, and now 
put it in writing, and when I can enjoy your 
confidence I am prepared to convince you that 
such is the fact, 

Furthermore, you want to know * what is 
my object in all these statements, whether | 
want the road all to myself.” My object is to 
attract attention to the fact that our county 
has mineral wealth in which those who know 
its value are willing to invest their money and 
the fact that you say that I have tied evel 
expressions contradicts the latter part of your 
sentence. Ido not want tho Road ail to 
myself, but I do want that the undertaking 
shall be kept clear of the taint of jobbery 
and corruption which hus hitherto tarnished 
all the railroad enterprises of Canada. And 
‘as that object can beat be obtained by 4 grant 
ot land, / do not wish to injure our prospecta 
of getting that land by any premature action 


The best commercial route from navigable 
water to the ore beds, will readily fiod capital 
to construct a road. But this is a question 
yet to be settled, I have not yet put any per- 
son on the road to survey it, ait do not at 
present intend doing 10, but should I hereaf- 
ter change my mind, I shall duly notify those 
concerned, proving again that I do not desire 
to “ have it all to myself.” 

I notified you on the 3ist ult,, that I would 
not proceed with your Bill, and asked you to 
get some other person to move it, as I should 
after that date oppose its passage, It is. now 
before committee, and cannot be reported be- 
fore ''uesduy or Wednesday next, and if it 
had been reported on the very day it came 
down from your House, whic! ct recucie it 
could no‘, aud had been subjected to amend 
ments in the Lower House, it could not have 
assed this session, Therefore, seeing that 
this Bill cannot become law, and believing you 
to be desirous of procuring the grant and 
the Road, I shall be happy to consnit with 
you and try to draft a Bill hat wiil be acvep- 
table to the public nnd satisfactory to all 
concerned, 

In conclusion, allow me to say, thac if in 
this controvery I have appeared to use offen- 
sive language, such was not my intention, and 
T unhesitatingly withdraw any expression ca- 
pable of such an intention.

BECOND LETTFR FROM MR. WALLBRIDGE,

war drove hither, and those of our own peo- 
plo who bave been tempted by the high green: 
back pay offered on the other side, baving 
gone, the Jabour supply is limited, and conse:

_ As we cannot 6btain a sufficient quan- 
ity of national fod from Kuropean cou| 
tries, as South American sun-dried. beef 
does not sujt the Hnglish palate, and as 
Australia however able and willing under 
the oiréamstanoes, is too fur distant to sup- 
ply"our present wants, wo might procure 
from British America an abundance of the 
food we so urgentiy require. Hitherto tho 
Canadians have sent their overplus of ani- 
mals almost exclusively to the markets of 
the United States, into which live stock 
raised in ths Province is admitted free un- 
der the provisions of the Reciprocity Treaty, 
The total annual value of provisions of all 
descriptions exported from the Province to 
the United States, including horned cattle, 
sheep, swine, dairy produce, flour and grain 
of various kinds grown in the country, is 
$9,853,150. The averago per pound of 
butchers’ meat in the markets of Quebeo, 
Montreal, Ottawa, Kingston, Toronto and 
Hamilton, in 1864, was—beof, from Go to 
8c per lb; mutton, from be to 8c per Ib., 
and veal and pork from 6e to 100 per Ib. 
As to the practicability of bringing across 
the Atlantic dead meat in a marketable con- 
dition thero is little reason to apprehend 
difficulty,-when wo know that the tables on 
board the ocean steamships are all the year 
round supplied daily with fresh meat of the 
best quality. The average duration of the 
voyage of the Canadian mail steamships is 
between nine and ten days, and it has been 
ascertained that meat when properly packed 
dl 
pose, will keep a fortnight or three wecks. 
Should the first experiments of bringing to 
our markets live stock or dead meat from 
Canada prove successful, it is impossible to 
estimate too highly the importance of the 
trade both to Canada and ourselves,

of bis wife and children, or of his wife or somo 
or one of his children, or of his children only, 
vr some or one of them, and to apportion the 
amount of the insurance money as ho may 
deem proper, then the insurance is declared 
to be for the benifit of more than one, 

* When no apportionment is made in any 
policy or declaration as aforesaid, all parties 
interested in the said insuraucy shail be held 
to share equally in the same ; and when it is 
stated in such policy or declaration, that the 
insurance is for the benefit of the wife and 
children generally, or of the cbildren gener 
ally, without spocifying their names, then the 
word “children” shall be beld to mean all the 
childron of the persons whose lifo is insured, 
living at tho time of his death, whether by 
any other marriage or not. 

™ Upon tho death of the person whose life 
is insured, the insurance money duc upon the 
policy shall be payable ascording to the torma 
ofthe polloy, or of the declaration as aforesaid, 
aa the caso may be, free from the claima of 
avy creditor or creditora: whomaoevor.”

This letter can be seen at my office, by Mr, 
Wallbridge, or any person wishing to see it at 
any time when I am there.
